To  the  Prefideiu  of  the  United 
Units, 

SIR, 

As  the  reprefentatives  of  the 
people  of  the  United  ft'ates,  ve 
eanu  it  but  participate  in  the  lit  on- 
gell  fenlibility  tu  every  bfeffiiie 
\\  hich  they  enjoy,  and  cheerfully 
join  -with  jou  in  profound  gra-.  1- 
tude  to  the  author  of  all  good,  lor 
the  numerous  and  extraordinary 
bleilings  which  he  has  conferred 
on  our  favoured  country. 

A  final  and  formal  termination 
of  the  diltrelling  war  winch  has  ra- 
vaged our  northwestern  frontier, 
■will  be  an  event  which  mnft  afford 
fatisfaction  proportioned  to  the 
anxiety  with  Which  iz-  has  long 
been  fought  ;  and  in  the  adjnit- 
mentof  the  terms,  We  perceive  the 
true  policy  of  making  them  Satis- 
factory to  the  Indians  as  well  as  to 
the  United  fcates,  as  the  belt  bafts 
of  a  durable  tranquility.
